NEW YORK, Dec. 24.~Judge William R. 
Day, Senator C. K. Davis. Senator Geo: ge 
Gray, Senator W. P. Frye and Whitelaw 
Reid, the United States Commissioners to 
arrange a treaty of peace with Spain, 
eached home to-day on board the steamer 
Louls. Holding that the rules gov- 
erning their diplomatic mission are still 
in force, none of the gentlemen would 
speak regarding the work at Paris. They 
took the first train to Washington, car- 
rying the treaty of peace with them. J. 
Bassett Moore, Secretary and counsel of 
the Commission, and Arthur W. Ferguson, 
translator, were with the Commissioners. 

Mr. Reid said he and his fellow com- 
missioners were very glad to get back, but 
they could not discuss the treaty. 

“We are going to Washington this after- 
noon by the first train we can get,”’ he said,

Doctors Say the Grip Can Hardly Be 
Prevented, but With Care the Pa- 
tient Recovers From an At- 
tack in Four Days. 


Despite Health Commissioner Starkloff’s 
statement to the contrary, grip is epidemic 
in St. Louis. 

The disease is not confined to any par- 
ticular section, but is prevalent all over 
the city. : 

In houses where it exists at all there 
are as a rule more than one case. 

Dr. Amand Ravold, the City Bacteriolo- 
gist, whom Mayor Ziegenhein desired to 
be made Superintendent of the City Hos- 
pital. says the grip is contagious, The 
germs are in the air, blown out of the ée- 
cretions from the noses and mouths of 
grip patients. 

The . present form is characterized as 
mild, but among the possible developments 
of grip, pneumonia is thé serious conse- 
quence feared. 

Grip appeared in scattered cases eariy in 
the week and assumed the proportions of 
an epidem'c Friday. 

Inquiries made by the Post-Dispatch Sat- 
urday morning showed that the number of 
cases had increased abou: 25 rer cent over 
those known to exist Tnursday. 

This information was furnished hy phy- 
s:clans at large. Those interviewed rom 
the localities in which they practice may 
be said to speak for the medical profes- 
sion of the city. 

Dr. Thomas O'Reilly. one of the old st 
and best-known practit.oners in St. Louis.

Dr. J. W. Adams, whose office is at 4683 
Easton avenue. has §& grip cases on his 
calling list, which are confined to 2% fami- 
lies, there dSeing an average of two sick 
persons in each house. 

Dr. Charles 2. Bauer of 2104 North Four- 
teenth street has 23 cases. 

Dr. Justin Steer of 3126 Washington ave- 
nue is treating 2% cases. 

Dr. Frances A. Temm of $3801 
étreet has 15 cases. 

Dr. A. W. Baker of 1438 Pendleton ave- 
nue has 2 cases under his care in the vi- 
cinitv of his office; Dr. A. 8. Barnes is 
treating 2 cases in the Cabanne dlstrict: 
Dr. S. F. Badger of 1511 East Grand avenue 
is visiting 2% cases daily. 

“The grip is here; there is an epidemic of 
it: it is spreading dalily,”’

Great Britain was then getting ready for 
a lif® and death siruggle with Napoleon, 
and neither English nor French cared 
much for the rights of neutral nations, 
The government at London, particularly, 
persistently ignored the wishes of thej 
United States, and allowed British ships to 
kidnap and impress American citizens 
without redress. At the botn 
nations used American sulted 
their own convenience. 

These conditions and the Intense popular 
feeling against Great Britain, tempered 
hy the hesitancy of the New England com- 
mercial class, Kept the country in a tur- 
moil, especially the coast cities.

Smart women wear them to the knees,

OIL OF ROSES.—Two pints of olive oll, 
one drachm of attar of roses, one drachm 
of oll of rosemary. Mix thoroughly. and 
color it, if desired, by steeping a_ little 
alkanet root in the oil (with heat) before 
scenting it. 


GLYCERINE BALSAM.—Take one ounce 
each of white wax and spermaceti, half a 
pound of almond oil, two ounces of giy- 
cerine and a quarter of a drachm of attar 
of roses. 


WHITH LIP SALVE.—Almond oll, quar- 
ter of a pound; wax and spermaceti, each 
one ounce: attar of almonds, half a 
drachm; attar of geranium, quartér of a 
drachm. Heat and mix thoroughly. 


LIME-WATER.—To make lime-water for 
home use secure a piece of fresh Hme the 
size of an egg; put it into am ordinary 
fruit jar, cover with a quart of water; al- 
low it to stand over night, drain off the 
water and bottle for use. 


HATR TONIC.—Take a small quantity of 
rosemary, strip the leaves from the stalks 
and place them in a jar with nearly half 
a pint of cold water. Place the jar near 
the fire and let the contents simmer gently 
for an hour or two without settling or 
burning. When the water is somewhat 
reduced, the infusion will be eufficiently 
strong. Add half a pint of rum and sim- 
mer for a while longer. When cold, strain 
the liquid from the leaves and Keep it in 
a bottle ready for use. Apply to the roots 
of the hair with a emall sponge or picce 
of flannel 


WHOLE WHEAT BREAD WITH BAK- 
ING POWDER.—Put four quarts of whole 
whet bread into a bowl: add aix teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder, sift it several times, 
then moisten with cold water: divide Into 
four loaves, knead lightly, put each into 
a baking-pan, brush over the top with 
melted butter, and bake in a moderate 
oven at least one hour, or, better, one hour 
and «& quarter. Be very carefel that the | 
oven is not too hot, or a heavy non-con- 
ducting crust will be formed at once, pre- 
venting the heat from reaching the center 
of the loaf, thus leaving it moist. Bake in 
the ordinary square bread-pans. 


WALDORF SALAD is made from apples 
and celery. Use mayonnaise dresaing, into 
Which you have stirred whipped cream. 
Pure the apples and chop them rather fine; 
cut the celery, mix the two together, and 
sprinkle over a little lemon joice, salt and | 
pepper. Make the mayonnaise exceedingly 
stiff; just before mixing it with the apples 
and celery stir into it sufficient whipped 
cream to make it light in color, but not 
enough to speil its consistency; add a few 
drops of green coloring: mix the whole 
together and serve on lettuce leaves. 


COCOANUT KISSES.—Beat the whites of 
eight egevs until frothy, then add gradually 
one pound of powdered sugar, that has 
been sifted, with a tablespcontul of vavila 
Sugar. Beat until stiff, and white as snow, 
Wrop by speontuls on white paper, place 
on a board, dust thickly with sugar, blow 
off all that does not stick, and place the: 
board in a quick oven; watch carefully 
until they are hard and a light fawn color, 
For cocoanut Kisses add a cup of grated 
cocoanut before they are dropped on the 
paper.

He was an inti- 
mate friend of Father Walsh for many 
years and delivered the panegyric at the 
funeral. He was also identified with the 
movement to have the present metropoll- 
tan, then Bishop of Wheeling, W. Va., 
transferred to St. Louis.

Father Fenlon is one of the best known 
and most popular priests in St. Louls. He 
is about 55 years old. He has had charge 
of Visitation parish since its establishment, 
10 years ago. The congregation is a large 
one, considering the population of the par- 
ish. The church edifice is a frame struc- 
ture. A new edifice is contemplated, the 
building of which would entail a vast 
. mount of labor and worry on Father Fen- 
on, 

St. Bridget’s is the second largest pas- 
torate in St. Louis. It contains nearly 6000 
communicants. The church and echoo;s 
of the parish are entirely free from debt. 

rr. Thomas Walsh, who is temporarily 
administering St. Bridget parish affairs, de- 
veloped such executive and financial ability 
under the training of Mgr. Walsh that it 
would surprise no one that if in the event 
of Fr. Fenlon not being appointed, he 
should he chosen as rector. He has been 
stationed at St. Bridget's for four years, 
going there direct from Rome, where he 
was ordained for the priesthood. It is not 
customary, however, to give so young a 
riest charge of so important a _ parish.

ELECTION BOARD MAKES

Ot less In importance Is Mr. F - 
gestion that the separate ballet, “ohinn was 
adopted two years ago, be abandoned. He 
says one trial has demonstrated its expen- 
siveness, cumbersomeness and tendency to 
confuse voters.

He would give the Commissioners power

n important change suggested !s 
addition to the precinct  reaietration "the 
Commissioners be empowered to register 
voters at the‘r office during the whole of 
the month of September each year. He 
points out that by the present system, with 
the short time allowed for registration 
many qualified voters who are unable to 
register on the designated days, are dis- 
franchised. 

Mr. Jones suggests that-it be made man- 
datory that a police off.cer accompany the 
clerks in their canvass after registration: 
and he would empower the police officer to 
report any derelictions of duty upon the part 
of the clerks. Police officers for this work 
should be selected by the Chief of Police 
and should be required to be present on re- 
vision day, when names are erased, so that 
he may answer any questions the judges 
may propound to him. , 

He would require the Commissioners to 
publish the full list of registered voters in 
one dally paper. He suggests two days in- 
stead of one day of intermediate registra- 
tion. A number of suggestions are made 
intended to prevent fraud in the counting 
of ballots. 

He would empower the Commissioners 
to employ an attorney, and would give 
them the authority to make contracts for 
printing and binding. He would increase 
the pay of judges and clerks of election 
from $3 to $% a day. He suggests that the 
provision requiring all ballots to be num- 
bered and marked with the initials of 
judges be stricken out, claiming that thou- 
sands of voters are disfranchised by the 
carelessness or inefficiency of Judges in this 
respect. 

Finaliy. he would give over to .the Com- 
missioners the power to change ward lines, 
which is now vested in the City Council. 

Mr. Jones also suggests a number of 
changes in the primary law. He would 
have the primaries of both parties held on 
the same day under the direction of the 
same election officers, and would have the 
candidates for nomination to city offices be 
voted for directly at the primary, thus do- 
ing away with the necessity for city con- 
venticns.
